GUILLOTINE was a race horse of exceptional class. His victory in 
the Belmont Futurity of 1949 underlined that fact, so do his earnings 
of $171,085, so does the fact that from 30 starts, he won 10 races, was 
second ten times, and third twice.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., March 26 (AP)—G. R. White’s favored 
Trim Destiny raced to a three-length victory in the $10,000-added 
Arkansas Derby today, closing feature at Oaklawn Park. 


With L. C. Cook astride, the chestnut son of Destino and Trim- 
like completed the mile and one-eighth in 1:49%5, two-fifths off the 
track record set by Gushing Oil in 1952. 


Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Styrunner was second, a nose in front of 
J. C. Pollard’s Shannon Comet. Hutcheson was fourth in the field 
of 11 three-year-olds. 


Trim Destiny, trained by Cecil Locklear, carried top weight of 
113 pounds. Also-rans were Jeffrey J. S. (an entry with Shannon 
Comet by J. H. Homan and Pollard), Prince Eric, Deodend, Harold 
L., Dutch Wyatt, Challa Boy and Tiger B. 


Trim Destiny is from the first crop by DESTINO; Mister 
Carter, also from his initial crop, won the Joliet Stakes (2nd Div.) 
in 1954. DESTINO sired his first crops in Texas—he will stand for 
the first time in Kentucky in 1955.

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NEWS OR NOT 


Good Fishing 
When Walter Wellesley (Red) Smith 


moved north from Florida last week he 
stopped in South Carolina and sent one 
of his Herald Tribune columns from 
Camden. This was one place where Red 
found it difficult to waste his time and 
high talent on such unimportant matters 
as outfielders. flyweights. and goal-keepers, 
since there were horses in Camden. Per- 
haps we can quote 4 paragraphs of the 
famous Smithian prose without fracturing 
the copyright law: 

While Jim Ryan made with the rich and nutty 
brogue which he brought from Ireland years ago. 
the stable foreman whom he called Les brushed 
up Cup Man and slipped a bridle on and led the 
colt out into the sunshine which filtered through 
the pines. Cup Man is one of the three-year-olds 
in Ryan’s barn, a recent arrival from Florida, where 
he got third money in the Flamingo Stakes for 
Paul Mellon. 

He is a beautiful bay, crackling with health 
and handsomely made, but the trainer said that 
“when he was born he was crooked entirely.” 

“T bought his dam from a picture,” he said. “I 
was up fishing on the Restigouche and I’d taken 
along all my mail and newspapers and magazines 
still in their wrappers, and there on the cover of 
The Blood-Horse was a photograph of this mare, 
up for sale at Keeneland. I spent a day trying to 
get Lexington on the only telephone there; it was 
a party line and the girls were on it all day telling 
one another who was going to have a baby. 

“Well, I got Joe Flanagan and asked him to buy 
this mare for me and he did, for $15,000. This is 
her first foal. That front foot was twisted entirely, 
but we treated it from birth and you’d never know 
now there was ever anything wrong, would you?” 


What Jim Ryan remembered as_ the 
cover of The Blood-Horse was a full-page 
advertisement in the issue of July 3. 1948. 
James S. Tupper, of Brentwood, Tenn.. 
was selling a yearling filly by Bull Lea 
out of the Rockingham Park Matron 
Handicap winner Scurry. by Diavolo out 
of the good stakes winner Slapdash. by 
Stimulus. J. F. Flanagan bought her out 
of the Keeneland summer sales for $16.- 
500. As a 2-year-old in 1949. under the 
name of Tap Day. she won 2 of her 8 
races and earned $3.800. At 3 she was 
sent to the stud, and her first foal was the 
winner Hush Hall, by Hampden. Cup Man, 
by *Djeddah. was the second foal. 


Less Claiming in 1954 


There was considerably less claiming 
activity last year. According to a detailed 
table provided us by Mrs. Billie Smith. the 
hard-working secretary of the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners, 
there were 4,396 claims in 1954. as com- 
pared to 5,270 in 1953. 


Principal reason for the decrease 
was geographical extension of the rule 
which specifies that a horse must be raised’ 
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25 per cent in value for a period of 30 days 
after he is claimed. Ten states adopted 
the rule last year, one other had adopted 
it on September 29, 1953, and all but 2 
of these showed less claiming. 

The biggest decreases were in Illinois, 
174: Michigan, 171: New Jersey, 212: 
Ohio, 160; and West Virginia, 40. The 
sum of these accounted for 87 per cent of 
the drop in claiming. 

The 25 per cent rule was proposed by 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association in 1935, its provisions having 
been worked out in the executive com- 
mittee of the association, mainly by Hal 
Price Headley and the late Major Louie

South African Sire Indexs 


The average-earnings index gradually is 
being accepted as a score-keeping method 
in other countries. The South African 
Racehorse (formerly the Thoroughbred 
Advertiser), “a bi-annual record of turf 
and stud in South Africa,” in its issue 


dated February, 1955, gives the index 
ranking of the leading 20 sires for the 


1953-54 season. 

The magazine reports that 4,181 horses 
raced during the season, that the total 
distribution was £1.271.257, the average 
per runner £304. Using this average as 
what is calls the “zero” figure the 
publication gives the ranking for the sires 
credited with the largest sums. The indexes 
for this group range down to .75. Sires 
whose get earned more than twice the 
South African average per runner were 
White Horses (Nearco) 3.86, Sadri II 
(Solario) 3.18, Fairthorn (Fair Trial) 
2.84. Cape Heath (Jubie) 2.63, His 
Excellency IL (Neareo) 2.42, Piccadilly 
Il (Fairway) 2.29. Olina (Solario) 2.22, 
Djask (Tourbillon) 2.21. Royal Chaplain 
(King Salmon) 2.18. 

These, and all but one of the other 
sires in the list given. were imported from 
Great Britain. Ireland, or France.

Belair Stud’s Nashua nearly let himself 
eet beaten in the Florida Derby at Gulf- 
stream Park on the week-end. throwing 
a scare into the throngs by pulling him- 
self up a sixteenth from the wire. However. 
Eddie Arcaro managed to get him going 
again after disposing of First Cabin, and 
the huge. headstrong colt went on to out- 
class the surprising Blue Lem by a neck 
at the end of the slashing mile and a 
furlong. 

He 
doesn’t win them the easy way. but the 
way he does win assures the fans of a 
load of thrills. As in the Flamingo Stakes. 
and before that in a betless race, Nashua 
resorted to whimsy in the Derby. But he 
walked off the track. amid tumultuous 
cheering. as calm as anything. as if he 
hadn’t even been in a hard race. 

Rain and a sloppy track marred Derby 
Day at Gulfstream. cutting deeply into 
attendance and forcing those who did show 
up to spend a good part of the afternoon 
ducking torrential downpours.

Prince Noor. rated a good “off 
track” horse. had nothing at all, winding 
up seventh, 

Third in the stakes was Amer-Nail 
Stable’s First Cabin, which had been on 
top almost to the sixteenth-pole, where 
Nashua caught him. He evidently took a 
bad step somewhere after that, and trailed 
Blue Lem to the wire by 214 lengths. He 
came out of the race lame. 

Then came Jett Flame, from W. M. 
Peavey’s stable, a length behind First 
Cabin and 6 spans clear of E. H. Woods’ 
Mighty Chief. the lone maiden in the race.

Helioscope’s Triumph: 128 
A Headwind, a Track Record 


BALTIMORE 


If coming events cast their shadows 
before them, watch out for Helioscope. In 
opening his 4-year-old season with a 
smashing trumph in  Bowie’s Southern 
Maryland Handicap on March 26. the 
Helis colt served notice that he is a force 
to contend with among candidates for 
handicap laurels. He accomplished his 
task with the same e/an and authority thet 
marked his final 3-year-old performance 
in the Pimlico Special last fall. 

Bigger. stronger. and more settled in 
his ways. Helioscope looks to be the colt 
to give High Gun. Fisherman. and others 
all they can handle this year. 

For practical purposes. however. his 
race in the $15.000-added Southern Mary- 
land was almost too good. It was bound 
to impress John Turner Jr.. Jimmy Kilroe. 
Pat Farrell, Johnny Maluvius, and others 
of the handicapping fraternity. While 
Helioscope may not have had much be- 
hind him, he spotted from 15 to 20 pounds 
to his 6 rivals. and did 7 furlongs in 
1:2235. That represents a new course 
record at Bowie. The old mark. establish- 
ed last spring by Eatontown under 114 
pounds. was 1:23. 

At the eighth-pole. Helioscope was 
clocked in 1:09345, bettering by 45-second 
the official track record for 6 furlongs. 
And while the *Heliopolis colt is not 
generally considered a sprinter. his time 
in the Southern Maryland would have won 
every one of the 46 Paumonok Handicaps 
and a good many Toboggans. The colt was 
bucking 128 pounds and a stiff headwind 
through the stretch. 

Seven of the 40 nominees to the South- 
ern Maryland kept their engagements. 
The race, worth $12,300 to the winner, 
marked the seasonal debuts of Resilient. 
*Arson. Royal Bay Gem, and Helioscope. 
Royal Bay Gem. which had been on the 
shelf since the Armour Memorial Handicap 
at Arlington Park last July. never looked 
better than he did for this one. However. 
the only promising aspect of his perform- 
ance was that he beat one horse out of the 
gate. 

As expected, Auburn Farm’s Old Glen- 
dale, coming off 2 allowance wins. quick- 
ly assumed command and attempted to 
pilfer the purse. The gray son of Cassis 
scurried to the front and opened a 4- 
length lead. Helioscope. which had broken 
first, Dinner Winner, and Ifabody settled 
into position behind the leader. At the 
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half-mile pole Helioscope felt the sting 
of the whip as Sammy Boulmetis urged 
him to move within striking distance. 
Between turns Old Glendale hoisted the 
white flag. after having done the quarter 
and the half in :4425. and 
Helioscope and Dinner Winner moved in 
for the kill. Pointing down the stretch 
Helioscepe poked his nose in front and in

long. climbing strides eased away from 
his rivals. Ifabody replaced Dinner Winner 
as the challenger. but he could offer no 
more than a token bid. Boulmetis kept 
after his mount all through the long home 
lane. as the colt is inclined to lose interest 
once he achieves command. 

Ifabody. disqualified winner of the 
Burch Memorial Handicap earlier in the 
meeting. was 3 lengths behind as the Helis 
colt rushed under the wire. Tyson Gilpin’s 
Italian 6-vear-old *Arson. longest-priced 
member of the field at $56.90 to $1. 
edged out Dinner Winner for the show 
award. 


Helioscope’s victory was a combination 
vet-well and birthday gift for his owner. 
The day marked William G. Helis Jr.’s 
39th birthday. which he spent in New

Orleans recovering after surgery. Helis. in 
Europe on business throughout most of 
1954. never has seen his good colt race. 
He returned to the United States in time 
for the Pimlico Special last fall, but missed 
the race when grounded by adverse flying 
conditions. 

Trainer Howard Hausner estimates 
that Heliescope put on 70 to 80 pounds 
during the winter. He stands just about 
16 hands but looks larger. probably be- 
cause he is so well proportioned. Clean of 
limb and ruggedly built on a solid frame. 
he is an eve-filling specimen. 

The colt wintered on the Helis Stock 
Farm. formerly called Ranecocas. at Jobs- 
town. N. J. He was taken up on January 1 
and Hausner had him very close to rae- 
ing fitness when he shipped to Laurel 
several weeks ago. In his first trial over 
the track he stepped 6 furlongs in 1:1315. 
under a hold. 

Stable manager Jock Barshak un- 
decided about the colt’s future. although 
it is quite likely that he will appear in the 
$25.000-added Bowie Handicap on April 
2 or the $75.000-added Campbell Memorial 
Handicap a week later—possibly in both 
races. Both stakes are at 1,'; miles. 

Barshak will name him to about every 
race of consequence open to older horses. 
When asked if this included grass races. 
Barshak remarked that the colt would be 
confined to main-track competition as long 
as possible. Hausner fancies that Helio- 
scope will acquit himself well on the turf. 

While the colt still evidences a tendeney

Leach Sells Farm, Business, 


Departs for Places East 


Michigan may have seen the last of Mark 
Leach. its stormy petrel of horse racing. 

‘There’s no future for me here.” said 
the 38-year-old Thoroughbred breeder and 
sportsman as he pulled up stakes recent- 
ly. He had just sold his automobile agency 
and put up his Greenacres Stock Farm 
fer sale. 

In the 6 years Leach had operated the 
farm since transferring his breeding opera- 
tions from Kentucky. he had built Green- 
acres into the most nursery 
in the State. Now he was abandoning it. 

Was he admitting that quality Thor- 


successful 


oughbreds couldn’t be bred in Michigan? * 


That’s what some of the cynics 
quick to claim. 

‘That isn’t true.” Leach declared. “I 
have proved that you can raise first-class 
Thoroughbreds in Michigan, but what’s 
the use as long as the racing set-up stays 
the way it is? It’s simply not worth the 
effort.” 

With that the smiling Kentuckian was 
off for Florida. Later he was scheduled 
to pick up some of the horses he was 
wintering in Columbia. S. C.. and go on 
to Maryland and New York tracks. 

Leach, born a Kentuckian, finished his 
schooling in Detroit and then did a stint 
in the armed forces. After the war he 
came back to his first love—race horses. 
He got into the automobile business.’ but 
managed to begin breeding horses at 
Greenacres in Kentucky and racing them 
at the old Detroit Fairgrounds. 

The Greenacres horses raced with 
success, but their owner wasn’t satisfied. 
Why raise them so far from his business? 
His answer was a 40-acre farm about 30 
miles northwest of Detroit. 

The new Greenacres was acquired late 
in 1948 and in the spring of 1951 its 
first 2-year-olds came to the races. Al- 
though there were no stakes winners in 
the lot. there were plenty of winners. 

Leach bought the stallions No Wrinkles 
and Psychic Bid to stand at his small 
farm. Soon there were nearly 40 Thor- 
oughbreds there, including broodmares 
and yearlings. Some of the mares were 
sent to Kentucky to be bred. 

One of the Michigan-breds from Green- 
acres, Footspecialist, went on to win the 
1953 yearling show, the first ever staged 
at a Detroit track. The colt, which died 
in a stable fire after only one race. was the 
product of No Wrinkles and the Easy Mon 
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were 


owned by Mrs. Harry Lindy. 
wife of the Michigan horsemen’s leader. 

Leach maintained that there were better 
ones at home. and despite the urging of 


mare In. 


Lindy and other horsemen. he refused to 
participate in the show. 

The following year Leach waited until 
the last minute to enter the vearling show 
and the first running of the Michigan 
Futurity. Shortly before the Futurity he 
sold his prize 2-vyear-olds. Deedee O. and 
Dancing Marjie. and turned over the job 
of saddling them to Glenn Wilson. Only 
one week earlier Deedee O. had broken her 
maiden in Chicago. winning by 5 lengths 
in fast time at Arlington Park with 
Leach listed as her trainer. At the Detroit 
Race Course he wanted to have no out- 
right connection with the daughter of 
Roman Bout and Sheryl Ann. Obviously 
his differences with other horsemen and 
the tracks had him worried. 

The differences had shown up 
after Leach became a leading figure in 
Detroit racing with the purchase of Green- 
acres. He identified himself with horse- 
men’s groups which undertook an aggres- 
sive campaign to win concessions from the 
track owners. He and fellow horsemen 
bucked the tracks successfully. among 
other things obtaining percentage purse 
agreements and_ special allowances for 


soon 


Michigan-bred horses. Leach later became 
dissatisfied with the horsemen themselves. 
They weren't sufficiently interested in 
promoting a big stakes program, he felt. 
They didn’t handle the yearling show 
and futurity properly. Leach told officials 
of the Detroit Race Course that they 
weren't developing horse racing it 
should have been developed. 

Leach next turned up as the promoter 
of a Thoroughbred meeting at Northville 
Downs. a half-mile harness track whose 
facilities were barely adequate for trot- 
ting races. It was a strange sight to see 
a man who was a loud exponent of Arling- 
ton Park and Belmont Park-style racing 
seek to put on racing worthy only of the 
leaky-roof circuit. 

Leach’s bid to operate Northville failed 
when racing commissioner James H. Inglis 
rejected the proposal. Leach carried the 
fight to the Michigan Supreme Court and 
lost. 

From that day on it was obvious that his 
days in Michigan were numbered, but to 
the end he held that Michigan could 
produce Thoroughbreds which could hold 
their own with horses bred and raised in 
other states. even Kentucky. 

Until a few years ago, he pointed out. 
Michigan produced only about 40 foals 
annually as against thousands in the Blue 
Grass country. Weather. too. worked 
against Michigan and other northern states 
interested in advancing breeding. Never- 
theless. at one time the State raised some 
of the finest Standardbred stock. 

A graduate in veterinary medicine of 
Michigan State College, Leach displayed 
a scholarly knowledge of horses and breed- 
ing. He could have exercised a great in- 
fluence for good here. 


TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Arkansas Business 


The Arkansas State Racing Commis- 
sion last week made 2 recommendations 
to Oaklawn Park. adopted a new rule to 
raise the class of horses in the State, and 
held for additional study a proposal to 
build a new race track at Texarkana. 

The commission suggested to John G. 
Cella. president of Oaklawn. that he build 
additional fireproof barns. Chairman Rob- 
ert B. Roach pointed out that Oaklawn 
now had accommodations for only 700 
horses. that another 500 were stabled in 
private barns outside the track. 

The commission recommended that Oak- 
lawn add $300 to its $1.700 minimum 
purse in order to attract better horses. 

Commissioners adopted a rule in which 
“any horse. 4-year-old or up. which has 
run for a claiming price of $1.700 and/or 
the minimum claiming price established 
at Oaklawn. and has not been first. second, 


or third in his last 10 starts for such 
claiming price. or less, will not be eligible 
to run at any track in the State of 
Arkansas.” 

The proposal to build a new track was 
put before the commission by commission- 
er Lacy Lawrence, who was acting for a 
group of Texarkana businessmen. 


New Name, New Stakes 


Russell Reineman and associates. who 
2 weeks ago bought Lincoln Fields in 
Chicago. this week changed the name of 
the track to the Balmoral Jockey Club. 

The announcement, made by Reineman 
through Harry Sheer, director of publicity 
for Benjamin Lindheimer’s Arlington and 
Washington Parks, explained that ‘“Bal- 
moral castle is the ancestral home of the 
king and queen of Scotland, and is famed

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As will be noted at once from the tabula- 
tion, the opportunity in terms of potential 
earnings has varied widely in this 6-year 
period; the total distribution in 1954 was 
more than double that of 1949. while the 
number of runners showed a much smaller 
increase. 

Using the averages noted above as the 
basic expectancy per starter in each year. 
the cumulative earnings index has been 
calculated for all sires which had runners 
in the 6-year period. In the accompany- 
ing tabulation the sires with indexes of 
1.00 or more, and with at least 5 starters 
last year. have been listed in the order of 
their 1954 indexes. The accumulated num- 
ber of year-starters and the cumulative 
index are shown in the last 2 columns. 


EXAMPLE. The record of Prince Bio 


(1941. by Prince Rose—Biologie. by 


Bacteriophage) will serve as an example 
of the method of calculating the index.

The 9 runners of 1949 earned 13.525 
times the average expectancy for one 
runner in that year. the 19 runners of 1950 
earned almost 54 times the average. ete. 
Summing the annual totals shows that 148 
vear-starters have earned as much as 485 


“average” year-starters. or 3.28 times the 
normal expectancy. This is. of course. an 
exceptionally high index. whether in 


France or in any other country. In France 
it places a horse in the top 2 per cent of 
North America it would be 
enough to qualify a horse for the top one 
per cent.

the index for each year. Dividing the sum 
of the adjustment by the sum of year- 
starters gives the cumulative index. 


INDEX DISTRIBUTION. The average- 
earnings index tends to distribute sires in 
approximately the same pattern along the 
scale of merit. regardless of the country 
for which the index is calculated. There 
will be slight variations from one country 
to another. of course. dependent mainly 
upon the number of runners. the amount 
earned by horses bred in other countries. 
the proportion of total prize money allotted 
to a few big races, ete. 


In France last year there were only 189 
sires represented by as many as 5 runners. 
as against a total of 672 sires with at least 
10 runners each in North America in 
1953. but the distribution was quite 
similar. despite the irregularities caused 
by the smaller total in France. In North 
America 6.3 per cent of the sires had 


1953 indexes of 2.00 or more: in France 7 ° 


per cent were in this category in 1954, 


In America the stallions with indexes of 
1.00 or higher have varied from 33.9 per 
cent in 1952 to 36.5 per cent in 1953. In 
France last year 34.9 per cent reached the 
mark of average expectancy per runner; 
this closely approximates the 35.1 per cent 
which is the average of North American 
sires above 1.00 for the last 6 years. 


The accompanying tabulation sets forth 
the 1954 and cumulative records of the 
34.9 per cent of sires with at least 5 
runners which had indexes of at least 
1.00 in France last year. The spaces 
indicate percentile groups. The top 3 per 
cent ends with Tornado, the top 6 per 
cent with Tornado. the top 9 per cent 
with Fine Art. ete. 


The only sire with an index higher than 
1.50 and represented only by 2-year-old 
runners (which are at a disadvantage. 
money-wise. in France, as they are else- 
where) was the American-bred Relic. a 
high-class son of War Relic purchased by 
Francois Dupre from Circle M Farm. 


CUMULATIVE LEADERS. In estimat- 
ing the relative rank of a sire among his 
contemporaries. or in comparing him with 
sires of a different time. the cumulative 
index is far more important than the index 
for any single year, since it gives a sort 
of lifetime batting average. The following 
list. limited to sires which had at least 
one runner in 1954 and had been represent- 
ed by at least 20 year-starters in the 6- 
year period 1949-54. shows the ranking 
according to the cumulative index. The 
number of year-starters is given after the 
name of the sire’s sire.

sensation of the 1954 season in France. 
had only 2 runners in Great Britain last 
year. Sun Cap and Yorick. both top-class

Australia, by Jack Bridges 


SYDNEY 

Winner of the Caulfield and Melbourne 
Cups last spring. and numerous other races 
as well. the New Zealand star Rising Fast 
(Alonzo-Faster) returned to Australia 
recently from his spell in New Zealand. 
Would he come up as good as before, or 
would he have done his dash and suffer 
the eclipse that comes to so many horses 
following sensational sequence of 
victories? These questions were on the 
lips of race-goers throughout Australia. 

Rising Fast himself answered them at 
his reappareance at Caulfield, Melbourne. 
on Oakleigh Plate day. March 5, when 
he went down in a tight finish in the 
weight-for-age St. George Stakes. 9 fur- 
longs. but his rider. W. Williamson. 
declared after the race that Rising Fast 
was as good as ever. The horse which just 
beat him was Flying Halo. and it is a 
concidence that this is the animal which 
defeated Rising Fast in similar 
type of race on the same course 
before Rising Fast went on to his invincible 
sequence in the spring. Third in the race 
was the fine 3-year-old Prince Delville. 
which looks like taking out the VRC St. 
Leger in the near future and may then 
go on to success in the 2-mile Sydney 
Cup at Randwick at Easter time. 

Rising Fast’s second took his stakes 
earnings to £37.890. 

It should interest Kentuckians to know 
that the 5-year-old bay horse Resound 
(Bull Lea—*Hyperion Comet) won the 
ll-furlong Campsie Stakes at a Sydney 
suburban meeting. He carried 112 pounds 
on a heavy track and ran the distance in 
2:29. Although his breeding reminds me 
of that other Bull Lea horse from a 
Hyperion mare. I stick to my opinion that 
Resound is not going to stack a million 
dollars into the bank.

Louis A. Augustus 


Louis A. Augustus, a partner of Charles 
Nahm in Sunny Acres Farm at Prospect. 
Ky.. died March 23 of a heart attack at 
his office in Louisville. He was 59. 

Mr. Augustus and Mr. Nahm entered 
racing about 12 years ago. and among 
the best horses they have campaigned was 
Eternal Reward.*which they bought as a 
2-year-old for $12.000, from Kirby Ramsey. 
of Louisville. The next year the colt won 
the $60.000-added American Derby. of 
which the winner’s share was $83,450. 
Mr. Augustus was an active member of 
the Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. once served on its board of 
directors. He was a member of The Thor- 
oughbred Club of America. 

Until his death he owned a transporta- 
tion-equipment business with headquarters 
in Louisville. 


Howard Oots 


Howard Wesley Oots died on the morn- 
ing of March 25 at Temple City. Calif.. 
after a short illness. He would have been 
79 years old on April 7, and nearly all 


his life was spent in association with 
horses and racing. 

Born in Fayette County. Kentucky. 
Howard Oots became associated with 


Thoroughbreds early in life. through his 
oldest brother Frank. who bred horses near 
Lexington. Two other brothers. Robert L. 
and Edward Oots. also horsemen. 
and Howard bred a number of Thorough- 
breds. including the stakes winners Modo. 
Skeezix. and Joy Ball. in partnership with 
the former. Howard Oots was for many 
years a trainer. as well as a breeder and 


were 


owner. 

The first which he 
shared ownership was McChesney. foaled 
in 1899. which he bought for $200 and 
sold for a slight profit before the colt 
developed into one of the best runners in 


good horse in 


the country. 

In the 1920°s Mr. Oots. along with C. 
J. FitzGerald and Eugene Leigh. was an 
adviser to James Cox Brady Sr.. who died 
a few years after he had begun an 
ambitious venture in racing and breeding. 
“He just handed me 2 blank checks 
and asked me to start spending.” Oots said 
years later. The most publicized expendi- 
ture in this connection was the payment 
of $50.500. then a record price for a year- 
ling filly. for War Feathers at the 1925 
Saratoga sales. At the Brady estate 
dispersal Mr. Oots bought the mare for 
$20.000. and in 3 successive years. 1934- 
36, bred from her the stakes winners War 
Minstrel. War Magic, and War Plumage. 
In partnership with the younger James 
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Howarp Oors 


Cox Brady he bred the stakes winner 
Cutty Hunk from War Plumage in 1944. 

Made independent by a gift of excep- 
tionally valuable stock from J. C. Brady 
sr.. Mr. Oots bought 2 farms near Lex- 
ington-—both of these now are owned by 
his nephew Howard Wells-—-and in 1939. 
after a brief engagement as manager for 
Louis B. Mayer. he bought the Brown 
Shasta Stock Farm at Mt. Shasta. Calif.. 
he bred horses for several 
before selling it.

Since the death of his first wife in 1936 
Mr. Oots had spent most of his time in 
California. though usually he returned to 
Lexington once or twice a year. His body 
was sent to Lexington for funeral services 
and burial. Survivors nearest of kin are 
a sister. Mrs. George Avent. of New York. 


and 2 nephews and 3. nieces. 


Frank Podesta 


Frank C. Podesta. 61. of Memphis. 
Tenn... was found dead in his room at the 
Brown Hotel in Louisville. Ky.. on the 
morning of March 25, the victim of a heart 
attack. He had visited the previous night 
with his long-time friend and horse-trad- 
ing associate Roscoe Goose. but had _re- 
turned early to his hotel. explaining that 
he did not feel well. 

Mr. Podesta. an excellent judge of 
conformation. bought sold) many 
horses with a minimum of publicity, but 
early in 1945 he made one of the biggest 
deals in racing history. He had been man- 
ager for the Valdina Farms of Emerson 
F. Woodward in Texas, and. after the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Woodward in a 
railroad accident in 1944, he 
dispersed the big stud by private. sale. 


crossing 


In 1945 he sold 149 of the Valdina horses 
to Henry H. Knight in one transaction. 
Later he was manager of Knight’s Alma- 
hurst Farm in Kentucky for several years. 

Before the first World War, Frank 
Podesta was a mule dealer in Memphis. 
His transition to Thoroughbred horses has 
been accounted for by his good friend Col. 
Phil T. Chinn: 

“Podesta was in Lexington at the time 
of one of John E. Madden’s reduction sales 
in the 1920°s. and he asked to ride out to 
the sale with me. Madden had handed me 
a list of 10 or 11 horses he wanted me to 
buy. ‘I don’t mean bid.’ he said, ‘I mean 
buy them. [ turned the list over to 
Podesta and asked him to do the bidding. 
There were a lot of bad horses in the list, 
and when we got back to the hotel Podesta 
said: 

“"Chinn, I'm in the wrong’ business. 
This is the softest racket I ever heard of. 
Tomorrow Um out of the mule business. 
... What are you going to do with all 
those no-good horses 
secret. deal. told) him. 
What I never did tell him was that Madden 
came to me after the sale and discovered 
that he had given me the wrong list of 
horses to buy.”

William H. Bell Sr. 


William H. Bell Sr.. 51. trainer and farm 
manager. died on March 24 of a heart 
attack at Keeneland Race Course. Funeral 
services were held in Lexington on March 
26. 

A native of Hagerstown. Md.. Mr. Bell 
had been in the horse business since he 
was 15. He first worked at Maryland race 
tracks, later turned to trotting horse farms. 
He worked for Hanover Shoe Farms. Han- 
over, Pa.. and was at Walnut Hall Stud, 
Lexington. from 1935 through 1938. After 
a brief stay in California he returned to 
Lexington in 1940 as stallion foreman at 
Calumet Farm. a job he held for more 
than 4 vears. 

From 1945-50. Mr. Bell was at Two 
Gaits Farm. Carmel. Ind. He then formed 
a partnership with Dr. Harry Jones, of 
Indianapolis. and bought Page Oaks Farm, 
a 186-acre tract on the Mt. Tabor Road, 
near Lexington. After the partnership was 
dissolved in 1953. Mr. Bell leased a 30- 
acre farm nearby. He owned the stallion 
Last Reward, a 12-year-old horse by Reap- 
ing Reward—Last Song. by My Play, and 
6 broodmares. At the time of his death 
he also was training a stable at Keene- 
land for Jack Welch. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Hazel 
Shaw Bell; 3 sons, William Bell Jr.. John 
Frank Bell, and Fred E. Bell. all of 
Lexington: a daughter. Miss Carol Bell. 
of Lexington; a step-daughter, Mrs. 
Raymond Pearcy, of Fowler, Ind.; a sister, 
Mrs. C. W. Reed. of Akron; and a brother. 
James Bell, of Harpers Ferry, Va.

Scratched because of the bad track was 
Craigwood Stable’s Craigwood. 

Some thought Mrs. Dorothy Belz’s Sim- 
my. had he started. might have given 
Nashua as much trouble as had Blue Lem. 
Trainer Tom Root did not even enter him 
overnight in the race. It is the belief Root 
was miffed because a $10,000 handicap 
was called off when only his White Skies 
and 2 others were entered, and decided to 
ship to New York ahead of schedule. 

Nashua was placed fifth on the outside 
to about the 415-furlong pole. He was 
way past the middle of the track, and some 
8 lengths back of the flying First Cabin. 
He made a run around the turn that was 
amazing to watch through binoculars, mov- 
ing within 2 lengths of First Cabin. He 
continued to gain, and, when it appeared 
he would go on to win by himself, he got 
some silly notions of pulling himself up. 
Arearo was worried. Blue Lem now was 
charging menacingly on the outside. and 
Eddie had to work all over again with 
all the vigor at his command to take an- 
other close one. 

The Florida Derby guaranteed the win- 
ner $100,000. which upped Nashua’s total 
to $402.340. He seems in a strategic posi- 
tion to surpass Citation’s million-dollar 
mark in the months ahead. Nashua was 
shipped to Aqueduct. where he'll now get 
ready for the $100.000 Wood Memorial at 
Jamaica. After that. it will be the “Triple 
Crown” races—the Kentucky Derby. 
Preakness. and Belmont Stakes. 

This writer shares the opinion Nashua 
took kindly to the sloppy footing. Mr. 
Woodward was extremely pleased that 
the son of *Nasrullah showed he could 
run so well over an off track. The colt 
does not relish it, however. 

The Gulfstream Park management. dis- 
appointed by the drop in attendance and 
betting on the Derby. is expected to run 
the race next year at an earlier date. This 
year it was run a week later than in 1954. 


THREE RACES. Gulfstream Park was 
blessed with ideal weather the early part 
of Derby week, which produced 3 interest- 
ing races. 

The first of these was the Dinner Stakes 
in which Lily-Ann Stable’s Getthere Jack 
confirmed the fact that he is the best 2- 
year-old seen during the current season. 
Making it 4 straight. the well made son 
of Bimelech—By Sea got away in stride 
under Steve Brooks. assumed command al- 
most at and streaked across the 
line 115 lengths clear of Mrs. Charles 
Silvers’ Bob-O-Bob. while Mrs. J. Tomlin- 
son’s Guard Rail took third in the field of 
17 youngsters. Getthere Jack went over 3 
furlongs in a speedy :3345 and picked up 
a purse in excess of $9,000.

While no world-beating youngsters were 
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uncovered in Miami, Getthere Jack con- 
vincingly established himself the top one, 
in the writer’s opinion. He could have been 
claimed for only $10,000 out of his first 
winning race at Hialeah. He’ll not be seen 
in another claimer for some time. if ever. 


Getthere Jack is now in New York, 
where he will be further tested at Jamaica, 
probably in the Youthful Stakes. He is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. John Dordan. 
of Yonkers. who had won a stakes 3 days 
earlier at Bowie with Guayana in the 
Barbara Frietchie Stakes. 

The following afternoon. the Hasty 
House Farm of Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben 
of Toledo. Ohio. got its seventh stakes 
victory of the winter when Queen Hope- 
ful defeated 7 other fillies and mares in 
the Suwannee River Handicap. She had 
to be at her best to wear down Darby Dan 
Farm’s Clear Dawn by a head at the end 
of the 1;44 miles. Of course. Johnny Adams 
made a terrific assist by reason of rating 
the filly to the letter of perfection. This 
added $10.950 to the Reuben bankroll 
this year. 

Rosemary B.. which had won the Black 
Helen Handicap at Hialeah. could finish 
better than third in the Suwannee 
River. but she had a rough trip. losing 
ground on the first turn. then running into 
quarters in the stretch. She was 
beaten by 2 lengths for all the money. The 
race was run in 1:438%.

Hearing on New York Merger 


Opposition to The Jockey Club’s plan 
for racing in New York got its day in 
court last week when the rules committees 
of the Assembly the 
measure its first open hearing. At the 
end of the 3-hour meeting. during which

nearly 75 speakers were heard. the Sen- 
ate’s Republican majority leader. Walter 
J. Mahoney. said the committees would 
not have recommendations before Wed- 
nesday. March 30. 


Principal objections came from Cyrus 
S. Jullien. president of the Queens County 
Jockey Club. which runs Aqueduct. and 
James Butler. big stockholder in Aque- 
duct. Jamaica. and Saratoga and president 
of the homeless Empire City Racing As- 
sociation. 


The Jockey Clubs plan calls for a 
merger of all New York racing associa- 
tions into a single. non-profit association. 
The association would remodel Belmont 
Park into a “dream” track. would 
improve Saratoga and either Aqueduct or 


new 


Jamaica. Cost of the project. which would 
require legislative sanction. is esti- 


mated $45.000.000. 
Ashley 


Trimble Cole. chairman of the 


New York Racing Commission, said he 
would approve of the plan with 3 modifica- 
tions: 1) Give the commission the authority 
to approve or reject the certificate of 
incorporation and to pass on new mergers. 
2) allow the commission rather than the 
Governor the power to pass on candidates 
for vacancies on the board of directors. 
and 3) give the commission the power to 
remove executive officers. 


Both Jullien and Butler held that the 
plan amounted to “socialized racing.” 
They felt such a monopoly would destroy 
incentive. imagination. competition; and 
it would put the State in the position of 
operating a race track. 

Among the other objectors were the 
City of New York. which wanted assur- 
ances that it would not lose its tax on 
admissions and betting. and the Village 
of Floral Park. local school officials. and 
the Ministers Association of Greater 
Elmont and North Valley Stream. which 
objected to traffic congestion. 


\ statement submitted on behalf of the 
committee which drew up the plan was 
made a part of the record: “We believe 
The Jockey Club plan as worked out and 
submitted to the chairman of the State 
Racing Commission last September offers 
the only realistic program for rehabilitat- 
ing Thoroughbred racing in New York.” 


Ups and Downs in Pa. 


The Pennsylvania Senate last week 
defeated by a 6-vote margin a bill provid- 
ing for a state-wide referendum on_pari- 
mutuel betting. The vote was 26-20. Ballot- 
ing cut sharply across party lines, and 
one of its sponsors. Democrat Anthony 
DiSilverstro. of Philadelphia. said he 
would continue the fight. 

Sentiment was more evenly distributed 
than the final vote indicated. A first roll 
call defeated the bill 24-22. but 2 of the 
measure’s supporters changed their votes 
in a parliamentary maneuver which would 
allow them to call for another vote this 
week. 

The bill had had its ups and downs for 
weeks. and as recently as 2 weeks ago 
Sen. Rowland B. Mahany. Republican floor 
leader. had predicted it would have 30 
affirmative votes. In the meantime. many 
of those who had said they would support 
the measure changed their minds. 

There was intense behind-the-scenes 
pressure brought by organized church 
groups throughout the State.

The Human Bias 


(From Mrs. J. H. McConnell, Laingsburg, 
Mich.) 


Read with interest your reference to 


“The Language of Horse Racing” from 
American Speech. The grammatical 


changes horsemen effect in their language 
have always interested me. The use you 
cite of win is the outstanding case, I guess, 
though there are others, as the use of the 
participial form to express recently 
completed past action of continu- 
ing nature. though severed from its 
auxiliary form. as. “I just taken her to 
Kentucky to be bred.” which I heard 
recently. Let me note that the man who 
said this habitually uses participles in 
this way with regard to the travels of his 
horses though I have never heard him use 
them in any other instance, his speech 
being otherwise conservative. 

The present of win is now so firmly 
established among professional horsemen 
that it partakes of the nature of a trade- 
mark. I. at least. identify an amateur at 
once by his use of won in speaking of the 
performance of a particular horse. though 
I have heard horsemen who always use 
the present tense when referring to their 
own revert to won when the result of a 
race in which they have no_ personal 
interest is in question. 


I do not think. however. that the 
tendency of strong verbs to take the 
dental ending through analogy is just 


what we have to deal with here. though 
the slight tendency toward such things, as 
taken for took, might seem to indicate it 
(taken being. obviously. pretty far-fetch- 
ed). IT have never heard the winned form 
you referred to, and it would be interest- 
ing to know whether it is an increasing or 
decreasing tendency. 

I have felt for a long time. 
cannot support it, and no one but a 
psychologist is equipped to compile 
evidence for or against the theory. that 
the use of the present tense in this one 
verb is allied in some way with the action 
it conveys and with the human bias in 
favor of the continuity of successful per- 
formance. I once troubled to ask a fairly 
well-known linguistic authority what he 
thought of the problem and he replied. 
after having the situation explained to 
him. that he thought it was owing to the 
prevalence of persons of Scotch-Irish or 
northern English derivation in horse rac- 
ing and that, the infinitive form being 
then winnan, probably it would be easy 
to account for the use of win in this way. 
However. after reflecting that the preterite 
of winnan had for a vowel a short o and 
that by the time of Chaucer this vowel had 
migrated only so far as to become long a,

Vanier Escapes 
Prosecution 


Trainer Harvey L. Vanier. who last 
week was freed of government charges 
that he had conspired to stimulate horses 
at the Fair Grounds race track at New 
Orleans. has been suspended by the 
Louisiana State Racing Commission for 
negligence in handling of one of the 
horse’s in his care. 

The commission’s complaint was based 
on testimony that the horse Smasher, win- 
ner of the ninth race on February 26 at 
the Fair Grounds. had been stimulated. 
Vanier was the trainer. 

Vanier was arrested on March 5 with 
Dr. Alexander Harthill. Louisville veterin- 
arian. and Cassius Clay. director of the 
Food and Drug Division of the Louisiana 
Board of Health. Dr. Harthill was charged 
with doping horses and attempting to bribe 
a laboratory technician. Clay was accused 
of bribery. 

The district attorney's office said it 
was unable to bring formal charges against 
Vanier because there was “insufficient 
evidence.” No mention was made of the 
other 2 men. both free on bond. 


Horace Adams. new owner of Ascot 
Park. Akron. Ohio announced that the 
Ascot Gold Cup. principal feature of 
the meeting. would be cut to $5.000 this 
year.
